100,000 Men May be Idle

CHICAGO. May !2—Spreading of the 


, teamsters' strike began promptly (o- 
I day. Thirty-six teamsters

1 following: the refusal of the teamsters'

provisionally arranged with the em- 
ployers by President C. P. Shea, of the 
Teamsters' union. 


Through the threatened spread of 


the strike to ail lumber dealers every 
branch of the building industry In Chi- 
cago was today apparently facing-par- 
alysis. There are only 800 teamsters 
employed by lumber tlnns but so close 
are the1 relations between them and 
several other unions of men engaged 
In hauling building material that the 
walk out of the lumber teamsters. It 
wae said would doubtless 
lead 
to 


- strikes In nearly every department of 


the building Industry. Indirectly de- 
pendent upon the building material 
teamsters it was estimated today, hung 
the employment of nearly IdO.COO men 
In yards, mills, factories and on con- 
struction work, tt wa's not bellved thp

If however, the 
walk out should go all along the line 
as It threatened today to do. all the 
lumber yards of Chicago would he tied 
up.

Fortunately there Is no single pro- 


cedure for an anil-tuberculosis cam- 
paign In any community. If the actual 
history of the movement In, the cities 
and towns represented In this meeting 
were studied, they would ho found to 
offer many verylnterestlnc and striking 
contrasts. The only general principle 
Is to build on local foundations, and 
!o incorporate all thnt Is pood and that 
is applicable In the experience of sim- 
ilar movements elsewhere. 
For ex- 


ample. If there Is an active local medi- 
cal society, which Is accustomed 
to 


take an effective part In social move- 
ments, let the beginning be made there, 
attracting to Itself 
such 
additional 


forces as arc available In the com- 
munity. If (hero Is the right kind of 
health board, or health officer, let that 
be the starting point. On the

hand a woman's club, or a health pro- 
tective association, or n civic league, 
or a chnrltv organization society, or

world market. Steel rails are at present needed and the commission finds thnt 
the steel trun of this country sells American rails for f!0 In Europe and J2S In 
this country. It would probably pay the commission to purchase In Europe 
even If it had to pay tariff duty on Importing the rails to Panama. Such are 
the beauties and the compensations of the American protective tariff.

PHILADELPHIA GAS STEAL.

Ko doubt that lease carries restrictions nnd stipulations that the city may 
be willing to pay more than the price named to get rid of before the time 
limit has expired. The city of Philadelphia Is under republican rule and the 
republicans of th« state and the nation should blush for the corruption prac- 
tised by the city council. There are but two democrats In the present, city 
council and they were recorded against the steal.

100,000 Men May be Idle 


in Chicago 


CHICAGO, May 52—Spreading of lll° 


teamsters1 strike bewail promptly-to- 
day. Thirty-six teamsters 
employed 


by the lUttcnhouse and Embroc com- 
pany lumber dealers and four by the 
Edward Hlnes Lumber company were 
the flret to be forced Into the struggle 
following the refusal of the teamsters 
Joint council to endorse the settlement 
provisionally arranged with the em- 
ployers by President C. P. Shea, of the 
Teamsters' union.

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Sakhalin, an Island WKsch Japan Will Once Again Own 
A 


L. of the various estimates as lo 
\ tho ba.sls upon which Japan 


and lluisla will eventually 


' mako peaeo seem to agree In 


on* particular—that the Inland of Sak- 
halin will onco more become the prop- 
erty of Iho Japanese empire. Recently 
there have como reports from llio cast 
that Japan la oven now debating the 
HdviiraWIHy of occupying tho Island 
without further preliminary. 


Sakhalin boars it most unsavory rep- 


utation. Xloro than half of Its present 
population consist* of murderers. Since 
Russian law docs not Imposo the doulh 
penalty for simple, uncomplicated mur- 
der and since political crlmca are ex- 
plated exclusively In Siberia, Sakhalin 
has been allotted to tho wretches who 
luivo taken tho lives of their fellows. 
For many years practically nil of tho 
Russians convicted of murder have 
been transported to this distant Pacific 
Island. 


For yearn "also the rcoccupylng of 


Sakhalin has been one of tho most 
.cherished dreams, of 
the 
Japanese 


statesman. Early In tho last century 
the Japanese raised their fluff in the is- 
land, but fifty years later, victimized 
by Muscovite diplomacy, they exchang- 
ed It with Russia for tho Kurllo group. 
The advantage of the situation as a 
penal station promptly caught the eye 
of tho Russian administration. Pris- 
oners convicted of murder might be 
turned loose upon It and left practically 
to their own resources, since escape 
would bo impossible. Best of all. It 
contained 
mines, and convict 
labor 


might make them contribute to that 
. greatest and most Insistent ambition 
of the Russian olllclal. be ho great or 
small, the opportunity to profit. 
In 


spite of the protests of Japan, then a 
feeble nation, Russia took possession of 
the northern half of the Island and 
gradually dispossessed the Japanese 
colonists. 


Sakhalin is important strategically to 


Russia because it commands tho mouth 
of tho great Amur river. If tho Rus- 
sians are destined to retain any of their 
holdings on the cast Asian llttornl, they 
cannot well afford to be deprived of 
their penal Island. A glance at the 
map of Asia will show why it Is that 
Japan is anxious'to acquire it. Prom 
Its geographical position It would ap- 
pear that Sakhalin should belong nat- 
urally to the Island empire. It Is only 
separated from the northern island of 
tho Japanese group by the narrow Pe- 
rouso strait. 
It would be of actual 


service to Japan on account of Its 
mines and also because It would afford 
a greatly needed colonial station for 
her teeming population. •
